Annual keport of the Selectmen and 
Overseers of the Poor tor Year 
Ending Dec. 3h 1896 


The affairs of the town have been carried on practically as 
in years past. 

The town has again been fortunate in the matter of ‘* out- 
door poor,”’ having kept within the appropriation. We have 
had two applications since January 1,to which we shall be 
obliged to give attention; still we believe the same appropria- 
fion as last year will be sufficient for the ensuing. The 
matter of the ‘‘ in-door poor ” is still an expensive one as far as 
the almshouse is concerned. With so few inmates it cannot 
be otherwise; still it is an institution which if not maintained 
would probably lead to increased expense in our ‘: out-door 
poor.” It has been governed, as in past years, by Mr. and 
Mrs. Ford as master and matron, who have performed their 
‘duties satisfactorily. We have built a shed for the various 
town wagons, scraper, etc., which was badly needed. The 
house itself is in bad shape for repairs, and one that is not 
adapted for economic running as an almshouse. 

STREET LIGHTING. 

We have now on our highways 184 lamps, ahs if main- 
tained the present year, will cost the town $2,760. While our 
appropriation is large and liberal for the object, it is one which 
undoubtedly gives the greatest satisfaction to the largest num- 
ber of people, and we think credit should be given to Messrs. 
Bradford Lewis & Son for the very efficient service. As there 
are quite a number of kerosene lamps maintained by citizens 
ata cost of $6.00 each, we sha!l ask for the same appropri- 
ation as granted last year. eae 


TOWN HALL. 


The Town Hall, under the management of Mr. Henry E. 
Craig, has earned a good income. We were pader consid-

érable expense in putting town water in, for the reason that the 
greater part of the plumbing had to be renewed. 


POLICE DEPARTMENT. 


We have not been troubled to any extent with illegal liquor 
selling. One or two cases have been brought to our notice, but 
were stopped without prosecution. 

As the town grows, the matter of police will have to be given 
more attention. At certain times in the year it is necessary to 
have an officer on our streets, especially Saturday and Sunday 
nights. Complaints came from the East part of the town, and 
we were obliged to have an officer on duty, especially the 
nights of the late train. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The Engineers’ Report is appended, and speaks for itself. 
The department has improved and has shown its efficiency, 
with handling the town water service at the various fires occur- 
ring the last year. We were unfortunate in having a large 
number of ** wood fires” during the spring, which used up 
our appropriation, and we believe the town should appropriate 
the sum asked for, viz., $1,000 for the ensuing year. 


NOTES AND INTEREST. 


We received enough in the appropriation for 1896 to cover 
Notes and Interest for that year, but did not take into account 
the interest due on Water Bond Feb. 1, 1897. We have 


one note due April 1. 1897 for $2,500 00 
on account Town Hall.

STATE HIGHWAY. 


The mile of ‘state Highway which the Town contracted to 
build has been completed and all bills vaid. It has cost the 
Town about 1,800 oo, but the Town has received in return a 
mile of road acknowledged by experts to be the best in the 
State and has forever rid itself of its worst mile of road both as 
to maintenance and claims for damages. About 3-5 of a mile 
has been built the last year under contract, and we believe it 
well done. There isa small piece remaining to connect town 
of Norfolk, and we have assurance from the Commission that 
it will be completed in the spring and possibly a piece towards 


37 
the Centre. We find that Walpole is not the only town that the 


State Road has cost something to build, but at above cost and 
under the conditions it should be considered a good investment. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 


This account as we said a year ago, is at all times uncertain. 
We believed we asked for a large enough appropriation at the 
last annual meeting, but owing to the large amount to be paid 
for Insurance (some $800) and the ‘‘Forest Fires,” which were 
numerous and expensive and other matters which had to be 
“met we are overdrawn. ‘The appropriation need not be as 
large for the ensuing year. 

TAXES. 

The tendency of the tax rate is to increase; as the town 
grows in population the wants and needs of the town increase 
faster in proportion than the valuation. The Water Works of 
a necessity are to increase the taxes somewhat for the present, 
and it behooves the tax payer to consider well the appropria- 
tions that are asked for outside the actual running expenses of 
the Town. The appropriating of monies in annual town 
meeting is a serious matter and should have the careful atten- 
tion and vote of every interested citizen. 


ELECTRIC STREET RAILWAY. 


Late in 1895 the Norfolk Central Street R. R. Co. peti- 
tioned your Board for a franchise and location from Norwood 
line to the railroad bridge in East Walpole. After due notice 
and two public hearings and careful consideration on the part 
of the Selectmen, the petition was granted and location given 
under certain conditions. sAmong them was the proviso that the 
work should be begun by July 1, 1896 and that on its com- 
pletion to Kast Walpole the Railroad Co. should at once pe- 
tition for a location to Walpole Centre. Work was not begun 
as agreed on July 1, 1896, on the excuse that the railroad 
crossing at Winslow’s Station was not abolished, and your 
Board granted an extension of time to Oct. 1, 1896. On 
Sept. 30 the Electric R. R. Co. through its president appeared 
before the Selectmen and asked for an extension of time to 
Nov. 1, 1897. In other words they did not want to be com- 
pelled to begin any work before that tine. As the managers 
had at various times expressed their desire to come to Walpole 
Centre, your Bi ard suggested to them that this would be an 
opportune time to present a petition asking for a franchise to 
the Centre, but were met with the remark that they had such a 
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petition to present but would withhold it unless extension was 
granted under old franchise to East Walpole. After careful 
deliberation we believed it for the interests of the whole Town 
that the road should be run to the Centre rather than to East 
Walpole alone. East Walpole and the Centre’s interests are 
mutual and we believe it for the advantage of both to be con: 
nected by an Electric R. R. and in consideration of the ex- 
pressed desire and even eagerness of the railroad management 
to be allowed to build their road to the Centre, your Board 
thought it strange that when asked to present such a petition 
they should decline for no expressed reason other than our dis- 
inclination to grant their prayer for extension. After due 
consideration and careful deliberation we declined to grant the 
extension, and as the matter stands today no one has a fran- 
chise for an Electric Road in Walpole. We trust however, 
that the gentlemen who held the franchise will see it for their 
interests as well as the welfare of our Town to petition fora 
road direct to Walpole Centre. 


HIGHWAYS AND BRIDGES. 


This account has been overdrawn to a small amount which 
was unavoidable, for the reason so much work had to be done 
in the spring regrading the water trenches by scraping and in 
removing stones. Early in the year your board appointed Mr. 
Edwin Everett as superintendent. He has done his work 
conscientiously and well. The largest amount of graveling 
was done at East Walpole and has put that part of Washing- 
ton St in good shape. Considerable railing has been put up 
and there is still more needed. Two large culverts have been 
relaid, one at South Walpole and one on the Medfield Road. 
South Walpole has not had her share, but should be attended 
to the coming year. 

We have a large number of miles and an appropriation too 
small, for the time will come when we will have to do some ex- 
tensive repairs. There are parts of the road between the Cen- 
tre and East Walpole which need repairing very much to-day. 
The bridge on South Street at the Union Mill property will 


have to be renewed before long. The abutments are in bad 
shape and it is a question whether an iron or wooden bridge 
would be the more economical. Complaints have been made 


in writing to this Board in regard to the dam at this point and 
your Board have notified the County Commissioners to that 
effect. : 

The boundary lines between our town and the towns of 
Norfolk, Foxboro, Sharon, Norwood, and Dover have been. 


ag 


perambulated and the marks renewed in accordance with the 
law. 

We would respectfull7 call the attention of the citizens to 
the boundary lines between Walpole and Dover; also in Fox- 
boro. In the former the line runs on the north side of the 
road running between Medfield and Dedham for about three- 
quarters of a mile, most of which is a long hill, throwing the 
road under the care of Walpole, while we have to go through 
Dedham to reach it, and it is in no way connected with our 
system of highways. It is an expensive piece of road to take 
care of and of no benefit to the town of Walpole by way of 
taxable property. 

The line between Foxboro and Walpole runs on the south 
side of Summer street, leaving several houses in Foxboro, and 
people who naturally trade and do business in South Walpole 
taxayle in Foxboro, while the highway is supported by Wal- 
pole. We would suggest that it is advisable to petition the 
Legislature to relocate the aforementioned boundary lines, in 
case of Dover line, throwing highway either into Dover or 
Dedham, and in case of Foxboro relocating the line so as to 
include in Walpo'e the several houses mentioned.

To the honorable Board of Selectmen the Engineers of the 
Fire Department would respectfully submit the following 
report: .

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Twenty-First Annual Keport of the 
Trustees of the Walpole 
Public Library, 


The Trustees of the Walpole Public Library once more 
offer their annual report to the citizens of the town. 

This being the twenty-first report, the trustees feel that they 
are justified in calling the Library established as one of the per- 
manent institutions of the town, and one that can make the 
people better for its being here; as, the better educated and 
cultivated the people become, the better citizens they will make, 
and the well-being of our country depends upon the character 
ot its citizens. 

- It is very gratifying to the trustees to be able to state that 
during the past year the schools have availed themselves of the 
privile ves of the library to a greater extent than heretofore ; and 
itis weli that they should do 1 so, as both may be called institu- 
tions of learning, and they should go hand in hand. 

The trustees have discussed and feel favorably disposed to 
placing in the schools a set of standard books that may be a 
means of placing the best reading-matter in families that might 
not otherwise have it, but through their children would be 
brought to enjoy the best literature. Only a lack of funds pre- 
vented action being taken during the past, and the trustees hope 
that the town will feel disposed to recognize the needs in the 
coming appropriation. 

The trustees earnestly desire to call the attention of the 
town to the lack of room for the present and growing needs of 
the library. It is the hope of the trustees that sometime in the 
future a separate building may be provided forthe library; but, 
until that time, the work undertaken must be carried for ward ; 
it cannot stop without serious detriment to the institution, and 
the trustees desire that a part of the lower town hall be set aside 
for the use of the library, unless some better plan may commend 
itself to the citizens. 

The trustees have been called upon during the year to ac- 
cept the resignation of Mrs. Rebecca Bird Child, who was 
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obliged to give up her work for the library on account of her 
prolonged ill-health. Mrs. Child is missed by all, for she was 
thoroughly interested in the work and highly qualified for it. 
Her enforced absence is a great loss to the community. 

The vacancy caused by Mrs. Child’s resignation has been 
filled by the election of Miss Marian E. Child. 

During the past year Miss Gough has continued her efficient 
services as librarian, and furnishes the following statistics :

For the comirg year the trustees feel that the appropriation 
for the library should be increased, as the item of insurance will 
require a payment; also the transportation of books to East 
Walpole must be paid. Therefore, to maintain. the present 
standard of the library and procure books to keep our position 
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among the libraries of the State, it seems necessary that the 


appropriation should be at least $1,000.

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Report of the School Committee. 


To THE CITIZENS OF WALPOLE: 


The School Board respectfully submit herewith, their re- 
port for the year ending December 31, 1896. 

The Board organized, after the March meeting, by the 
choice of the same officers as the previous year. ‘The terms 
of office of Herbert E, Bacon and Robert S. Gray, expire 
with the coming March meeting and these vacancies, the town 
will be required to fill by electing two members far three years. 

In April, the school committees of Walpole and Foxboro 
met at Foxboro and jointly organized and formed a school 
superintendent district, consisting of the two towns. ‘The old 
district, which included Walpole, Foxboro and Nortolk was 
abolished, Norfolk not caring to continue longer in the district. 
Therefore, we were glad to avail ourselves of this opportunity 
and at a very slight expense to the town, gain an extra halt 
day « week for the benefits derived from the services of the 
superintendent. Mr. J. R. Potter was elected superintendent, 
ut a salary the same as previous years. 


SCHOOL BUILDINGS. 


Under this head, we call attention to the suggestions made 
by the committee last year, as to the best way of arriving at a 
definite conclusion in regard to the necessity of more schoo! 
accommodations in one or two sections of the town. — In con- 
formity with such suggestions, the town, at the annual March 
meeting appointed a committee, consisting of Charles S. Bird, 
Robert S. Gray, Melzar W. Ailen, Julius Guild and Thomas 
F. Maguire to investigate the needs of the schools and make 
recommendations to the town at a later meeting. ‘The com- 
mittee met several times, and after going over the matter care- 
fully, employing an architect, decided on an extensive addition 
which is now going on at the East school house. At a special 
meeting held in July, the town adopted the recommendations 
of the committee, made the necessary appropriation and ap- 
pointed a building committee consisting of Charles S. Bird, 
Robert S. Gray and Charles H. Hartshorn. | When this addi- 
tion is completed, as it soon will be, the East school house 
will be a fine building in evéry respect, well ventilated and 


heated, with proper sanitary arrangements, and large enough 
to accommodate this section of the town in the way of 
school accommodations for some time. — _[n the appropriation 
tor this building, the fact that the North school needed consid- 
erable in the way of repairs, was taken into account, and enough 
was included in the appropriation to cover the amount that 
these repairs would cost. The North school has now a new 
furnace and is in thorough repair throughout, newly painted 
inside and out and everything of this nature must be of ad- 
vantage to both the teachers and pupils. 

As regards the increase in the number of pupils attending 
school in Walpole, it has been largely confined to one or two 
districts, notably the East and Centre. The additional seating 
capacity required in these districts, of course will be amply 
provided for in the East as previously referred to, but in the 
Centre, some two or three of the rooms have been crowded in 
excess of the seating capacity of the rooms in question. The 
town will readily understand therefore, that it may become im- 
perative at some time in the near future to provide additional 
seating capacity for pupils attending the Centre schools. With 
an increase of pupils proportionately distributed throughout the 
entire town, no inconvenience will be occasioned, but the cen- 
iralization of the school growth has created crowded conditions 
to which the committee would call the attention of the town. 
This increase has made necessary the employment of school 
assistants in the Centre buildings, not formerly required, which 
has caused an additional expense to be provided for in the 
school appropriation. During the coming summer, it will be 
necessary to provide for painting the Centre building, as this 
had but one coat of paint in 1892. Also the West and South 
buildings should be painted in the near future. 


FINANCES. 


In 1897, we have to provide. for three teachers at East 
Walpole and two assistants at the Centre, an increase of three. 
On account of the increase of numbers in the Centre Grammar 
School, East Grammar School and the High School, we ought 
to have a larger appropriation for supplies. The schools will 
need many new sets of books during the coming year. We 
have already introduced the Frye geography at an expense of 
about $240. The number of pupils enrolled in 1S8gO was 533 
while in 1896 it was 601. There has been an increase during 
the past six years of 68. The amount appropriated each 
year for supplies was $650, until 1896, when $700 was the 
appropriation. The increase in enrollment in 1896 over the 
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p sreceding vear, was 25. In order to replace the books which 
are worn out, and furnish the materials necessary for progres- 
sive work, we ought to appropriate not less than $1.50 per 
pupil. According to the report of the Board of Education last 
year, the average sum appropriated in the state for the ten 
years from 1885 ‘to 1895, was $1.62 per pupil. In explanation 
of the deficit in the supplies account, we had an unexpected 
bill of $90 in putting in new language books. As we general- 
ly have from $40 to $50 from the Massachusetts school fund 
to use for apparatus and books of reference, it is seen that we 
need an appropriation of $850 for supplies and incidentals. 
At present we are Bayes $70 for transporting the Bubbling 
Brook and North pupils, $180 for the South and $240 for the 
East and about $80 for the West. We cannot transport the 
pupils at present rates for $1,100. If the electric cars come 
into Walpole from East Walpole. that will make a difference, 
but we cannot at this time say that we shall have them during 
the present year. 


WATER. 


During the past year, town water has been introduced into 
all the school buildings excepting the West school house. — In 
the Centre School, two bowls have been supplied, also water 
put into the basement and laboratory. The facilities thus af- 
forded have provided drinking water to the pupils and have 
viven great satisfaction, and much trouble and annoyance 

raused by the primitive arrangements heretofore in use, are 
now avoided. The committee feel that the money expended 
in this respect has been well invested. Some time in the fu- 
ture.the use of town water in school buildings will be consid- 
erably extended. Owing to the large appropriations desired 
for other departments, the school committee this year have not 
considered it wise to advocate the introduction of sanitary ar- 
rangements. ‘I'he matter, has, ,however, been discussed at a 
previous town meeting and whenever the town finances may 
seem to warrant, an ‘improved sanitary system for the centre 
schools and outlying districts will no doubt be supplied. | The 
fact that the town having a water supply will make this im- 
provement practicable and should add in a large degree to the 
comfort and convenience of the pupils. 


MUSIC. 


During the past year, the subject of the introduction ot 
music into the schools of Walpole has been discussed at the 
meetings of the committee and has received consideration. It 
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has been proposed to have this branch of education conducted 
in a systematic manner and 4 conference has been held by the 
school committee and a leading musical educator, who is in 
charge of music of some of “the larger neighboring towns. 
While the committee have been unable to arrive at a definite 
conelusion, or to advocate at the present time the introduction 
of musical teaching in the schools, judging by the results at- 
tained in other towns and the sentiment of the people concern- 
ing this branch of study, the committee would gladly reeom- 
mend an appropriation for this work if, in their opinion, the 
money was not absolutely needed for other purposes. 

Through the kindness of Horace C. Briggs, Esq., the pu- 
pils s of the Grammar School have been favored by the use of 
a large field opposite the school house for the exercise of foot- 
ball, base-ball, and other sports, and the committee would ex- 
press their appreciation of this privilege As the use of the 
land in question has been productive of considerable benetit in 
the line of play grounds sufficient to furnish room for all, the 
committee would offer the suggestion that, should the town 
ever be in a position to warrant the requisite expendi- 
ture, that the nnoccupied iands adjoining the Centre School lo- 
cation be purchased for play ground purposes. At present, 
some of these lands are uni ivailable for building purposes. but 
with a systematic development having in view the required ob- 
ject, a location entirely suitable for play grounds might be ob- 
tained at a relatively small expense.

Report of the Superintendent. 


To the School Committee of Walpole: 
Gentlemen,— 


T have the honor to submit to you the annual report of 
the Superintendent of Schools for the year ending December 
31st, 1896. 


STATISTICS. 


The number of children in town May tst, 1896, between 
5 and 15 years of age, was 499. 

The number between 8 and 14 years of age was 280. 

The whole number of different pupils in school during the 
year 601. 

The number under 5 years of age was 1. 

The number over 15 years of age was 52. 

The number between § and 14 years of age was 326. 

The average membership for the year was 476.35 

The average daily attendance was 431.13 

The per cent. of attendance based upon the average mem- 
bership was 90.50. 

The whole number of schools is 12. 

The number of teachers required in the public schools at 
date is 16. | 

The number of different teachers employed during the 
year was 21. 

The number of visits made by the school committee was 
39° 

The number of visits made by the suverintendent was 
403. , 

The number of visits made by others was 1412. 

The schools are closed one afternoon each month for the 
regular teachers’ meeting. 
, CHANGES. 

At the close of the winter term Miss Amy L. Boyden re- 
signed to accept a position in the Worcester Norms] school. 


Her faithful and untiring services for eighteen years gave the 
primary schools of Walpole a wide reputation for their high 
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rank and thoroughness. While her teaching excelled in many 
respects, her work in number attracted much attention, so that 
she was often called upon to give class exercises at the State 
Institutes for teachers. Her helpful influence and inspiration 
will be greatly missed by Walpole teachers. It is to be re- 
gretted that Walpole can not pay such salaries as to be able to 
retain tried and efficient teachers. Miss Delia S. Smith was 
transferred from the East primary school to fill the vancaney 
in the Centre Primary. 

Miss Edith Rockwood was selected to succeed Miss Smith 
at the East, while Miss Maude B. Mowry,a member of the 
training class, was appointed as her assistant. 

During the summer vacation Miss Henrietta Stone resign- 
ed to accept a better position in the Chelsea High school. Miss 
Lena G. Perrigo was appointed first assistant in the High school. 
She is a graduate of Radcliffe College, and comes with high 
recommendations. At the close of the spring term Miss Har- 
riett G. Munro and Miss Elva A. Price completed their servi- 
ces as teachers at the Centre. Miss Florence G. Houghton 
was elected teacher at the Centre A and B Grammar school, 
and Miss Cora F. Gay, teacher of the A and B Primary. Miss 
Bertha Gough was appointed assistant in the Centre A and B 
Primary, and Miss Edith Ellis, in the Centre D Primary. 

In June, Miss A. E. Jewell accepted a position in Wat- 
ertown. Miss S. Gertrude Leonard was selected as teacher 
for the South Grammar School. 

Miss Mary M. Ballou who had served two years as teach- 
er in the East Walpole Grammar school, also resigned in June 
in order to be married. Her management of the school caused 
a marked change in the moral tone and spirit of the pupils, 
and the children were enthusiastic and thorough in their work. 
Miss Kate OQ. Morse trained under Miss Ballon during the win- 
ter and spring terms, and was appointed her successor in the 
East grammar school. 


ATTENDANCE. 


On account of stormy weather during the winter term, and 
the prevalence of measles in the latter part of the year, the at- 
tendance has been reduced. The increase in the cases of tard- 
iness and the great number of dismissals indicate a wrong 
tendency which results in great loss to the town in consequence 
of the serious interruption in the work of the teacher and pu- 
pils. Children who are tardy or are dismissed, fail to receive 
much of the class drill and instruction, lose their interest in the 
school and are not able to do the work in a satisfactory man- 
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ner. Parents should realize that the best results can be ob- 
tained when every child is regular in attendance and punctual 
in the performance of every duty. | Lessons which are missed 
should be carefully prepared and made up by the child. 


HIGH ~SCHOOL: 


The enrolinent in the High School in September was 12% 
per cent. of the total enrolment in the public schools. The 
enrolment in the State for the previous year was § per cent. of 
the total enrolmentas against 6 per cent. ten years ago. From 
25 to 30 per cent. of all the children, (in a few towns, 50 to 60 
per cent. of all the children) at some time enter the High 
School. To interpret rightly this per cent., we must suppose 
that every pupil enters the lowest grade and graduates from 
the highest. As there are eight grades below, and four in the 
High School, the highest possible enrolment in the High 
School atany time is 33% per cent. of the total enrolment. As 
33% per cent. of the enrolment means 100 per cent. of enjoy- 
ment, 1244 per cent. of enrolment means that about 38 per cent. 
of all the children in Walpole enter the High School. 


THE WORK. 


It is with pleasure that attention is called to the ever in- 
creasing interest and enthusiasm of the teachers in their work. 
While a general improvement’ has been seen in the spirit and 
industry of the pupils, remarkable progress has been made by 
afew pupils who have been doing extra work. The teachers 
are often found at work with these eager pupils before and 
after school. Undoubtedly many pupils could do each year 
without harm to themselves, from a quarter to a half more of 
the work of the course, than has been done in the past, if 
school work were only considered as the chief business of the 
children and if promotion were made at any time when a pupil 
completes a subject whether he has spent the regulation amount 
of time in the school or not. Since some pupils can easily pre- 
pare for the average recitation in half the time required by 
others, should they not be allowed to advance as rapidly as 
they can with safety to health master the different subjects, 
thus forming habits of industry and economy in the use of time? 

Failure to improve the opportunity given to each, in youth, 
for getting an education is a source of regret for life and no 
amount of effort can wholly make up for its loss. The church 
and society can well afford to limit their demands upon the 
time and nervous energy of the boys and girls in socials and 
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entertaimments during the period of getting an education, so 
that when the age of maturity is reached they may enjoy the 
more valuable services of men and women who have had time 
to acquire culture and power, physical, mental and moral. 
The lite of a student demands time for meditation and thought, 
a chance to assimilate the knowledge presented in the subjects 
taught. Are not many pupils breaking down or unable to do 
the full amount of work required, because their energies have 
been exhausted in other directions ¢ 

During the year both’ oral and silent reading have received 
added attention. In arithmetic rapid and accurate work has 
been sought through much drill in so-called mental arithmetic 
and in thinking out problems. The pen drill in writing is fol- 
lowed by applications of the principles taught in copying, dic- 
tution, letter writing, and original composition. All written 
exercises are considered as a part of the writing-lesson. <A 
gain has been noted in the English, a subject which involves 
oral and writt)n repro.iuctions, dictation and original composi- 
tion from the beginning, combined with the study and reading 
of the works of our standard American and English writers. 
Arrangements have been made by which the pupils of the 
High School are to ccnduct a department in the local weekly 
paper. <A board of editors composed of pupils from the differ- 
ent classes selects the themes and compositions to be published, 
prepares them for the printer, and corrects the proof. ‘The 
demands for spelling are not neglected, as the opportunities for 
its practical use are constantly increasing in the written exer- 
cises required as the pupil advances from grade to grade. | 

The exhibition of work in drawing and writing at the Cen- 
ter, near the close of the spring term, attracted many of the 
citizens. It would be well for the teachers to invite the parents 
from time to time to inspect the work in various departments 
in order to secure the sympathy and co-operation of all parties 
interested in the educational work. 

While much remains to be done in improving our methods 
and conditions, the year has been one of uniformly good work, 
and we enter upon the new year with bright prospects and hope- 
fulness. We might direct our attention so completely to the 
defects of our schools as to overlook the many good features, 
but Jet all rather unite in strengthenirg the good things and in 
discovering methods of correcting defects. 

During the autumn term the téachers have tried to enable 
each pupil to advance as rapidly as he can do the work well, 
With the sinple aim of mastery of the subject, irrespective of 
class or time. The range of the teacher’s work has been in- 
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creased, making it necessary to throw the pupil more and more 
upon his own resources. The schoolroom becomes a place of 
busy workers who are self-active, self-dependent, and surely 
gaining self-poise and self-control. The teacher, as a friend, 
helps, guides, and inspires the pupils to seek and love truth, 
and awakens a spirit of mutual helpfulness in the school. 

The work at the East school has been carried on under 
great difficulty for teachers and pupils while the carpenters 
have been at work on the addition to the building. With these 
improvements the East school will be excellently equipped for 
work. The teachers have shown great tact and skill in manag- 
ing the children under trying circumstances. 

Attention is called to the improved spirit and conduct at the 
Center, in consequence of the introduction of foot-ball. Mr. 
Horace C. Briggs kindly gave the grammar school boys the use 
of the vacant lot opposite the school yard. Our yard room is not 
sufficient. It would be a paying investment for the town to 
furnish a field, so that all kinds of suitable ont-door sports might 
be embodied in the regular school work. i 


KINDERGARTEN. 


In regard to establishing a kindergarten, I quote from the 
annual report of the school committee of Cambridge for 1894: 
‘‘ Your committee feel that a kindergarten would be of very 
great service to both the children and the teachers. The chil- 
dren would be taken out of the streets and come under the good 
influences of the school at last a year earlier, and they would 
learn the first lessons in obedience and acquire some habits of 
orderliness and cleanliness and courtesy; they would begin to 
practise the arts of listenining and of answering before they 
had to attack the serious problems of reading, writing and 
arithmetic ; and the young primary teachers would feel the el- 
fect of this training and perhaps be helped to a firmer and 
gentler form of government in their own rooms, and to a more 
systematic method of teaching by the presence of a busy, ord- 
erly, happy kindergarten; and it is reasonable to hope that 
they might be kept tothe level of their best by the unconscious 
expectation of the children that the happy, active obedient life 
that they were used to in the kindergarten was to be continued 
in the upper school. In the mean time the master and his as- 
sistants would have the best opportunity of studying the relation 
of the kindergarten to the lowest primary grade and perhaps 
be able to throw some new light on one of the new problems 
of education which is now confronting us.” 
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SEWING. 
Mrs. Charles S. Bird says of the work in sewing which she 
bas provided for in East Walpole: ‘The class in sewing 


which we started here a year ago completed their instruction 
in all kinds of plain sewing, and the results were most satisfac- 
tory. They are now ready to take up the more difficult pro- 
cesses of mending, darning and patching. ‘I bave not contin- 
ued with this class thinking I had better start a few more girls 
in plain sewing, and when they have accomplished what has 
been done by last year’s class, they together can receive in- 
struction in the art of repairing, as we can manage a larger 
class after they are well grounded in ail the principles of sew- 
ing.” She has samples of the work which may he. examined 
hy any: who are interested in the matter. 

Mrs. Bird also writes: ‘‘It has been said the most waste- 
ful housewife on earth is the thriftless American housewife. I 
fee] it the duty of every American woman at least, to do what 
she can to east off this aspersion and we must begin with ed- 
ueating our girls in all the handicrafts of women, before we 
can hope to do so, and to work for the estab:ishing of univer- 
sal industrial and art training—not to be satisfied till in every 
town as well as city are planted industrial and domestic science 
schools.” 

The purpose of the educational means and machinery is the 
welfare of the children. In 1894 Massachusetts spent about 
ten million dollars for the public schools, or about $4 per capi- 
ta tor the population of the State. The expenditure for 1895 
was over a mnlilion dollars more thun in the previous year. 
But it is an expenditure that pays for itself many times over. 
Hon. William T. Harris says in the preface to ‘'The Evolu- 
tion of the Massachusetts Public Schools,” by George A. Mar- 
tin; ‘‘I find, by returns made to the National Bureau of Ed- 
ucation, that the total amount of school education that each in- 
habitant of Massachusetts is receiving on an average—hasing 
the calculation on the attendance in public and private schools 
and the length of the annual school term—is nearly seven years 
of two hundred days each, while the average given each citi- 
zen in the whole nation is four and three-tenths of such years. 
No other State is giving so much education to its people as 
Massachusetts, and yet all the education given in all its insti- 
tutions does not amount On an average to so much as seven 
eighths of an elementary education of eight years. Even Mass- 
achusetts is not overeducating the people. But there would 
seem to be some connection between the fact, that while her 
citizens get nearly twice the average amount of education her 
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‘wealth producing power as compared with other ‘States stands 
almost in the same ratio, namely (in 1885), at seventy three 
cents per day for each man, woman and child, while the aver- 
age. for the whole nation was only forty cents.’”’ The 2,500,- 
000 people of Massachusetts thus produce $250,000,000 a year 
more than they would produce if they were only average earn- 
ers. This is about twent-five times the annual expenditure 
for public schools. Sec’y Hill in his report for 1895 shows 
that the increased stress placed on drawing, and other indus- 
trial aspects of education in our elementary schools, in the ex- 
tension of high manual training to a million and a half of our 
people and the establishment of textile schools combined with 
with other educational agencies promise a further gain in our 
wealth producing power. But the schools pay in a far higher 
sense as Sec’y Hill says that the more thoughtful advocates of 
manual training today find their strongest reasons for it not in its 
purely commercial aspects, but rather in those higher ones that 
concern mental and moral progress. In view of the great im- 
portance of education to material prosperity, common business 
sagacity would direct us to place our educational system on 
such a basis as to give the children the best preparation for 
life. ‘*The main question,” says Sec’y Hill, ‘‘in such a case 
is not so much ‘Can we afford to do it?’ as ‘Can we afford not 
to do it?” 

The superintendent invites a careful consideration of the 
following recommendations. 

1. The introduction of vocal music. 

2. The establishment of a public kindergarten at the Cen- 
tre. 

3. The furnishing of a suitable building for the High 
School in order to relieve the over-crowding at the Centre 
building. 

— 4. The furnishing of a field for outdoor sport. 

5: The providing of a gymnasium and physical education 
for all children. 

6. The introduction of cooking, sewing and manual train- 
ing. | 

7. ‘The introduction of a better sanitary system at the 
Centre building. 

§. The appointment of aschool physician. This officer is 
found in the Boston schools, and generally in European schools. 
He would have constant supervision of the sanitary conditions 
and would be the means of preventing the spread of contagious 
diseases. 

It is not possible to introduce all of these at one time, but 
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we might make a beginning witn the determination that the 
children of Walpole shall in due time have advantages equal 
to any in the State. 

In conclusion I wish to express my thanks to the regular 
and special teachers for their hearty co-operation and helpful- 
ness in the school work.

Report of the Principal of the High 
School. 


Mr. J. R. Porrer, SUPERINTENDENT, 
SiR: 


I am pleased to submit to you the following report of the 
Walpole High School, for the year ending Dec. 25, 1896. 


The past year has marked a steady improvement along 
several lines. 

Mention was made in the report preceding this one, of the 
prevalence of dismissals. A decided improvement in this mat- 
ter has come about. ‘The feeling that attendance for the full 
day is both beneficial and necessary, is growing, and we may 
look for even better results for the year just opening. 

An industrious spirit has shown itself in the class-room ; 
and the tendency to mischief, an evil out of place in lower 
schools, and not to be found in the earnest high school pupil, 
has greatly lessened. In fact, the need of discipline in our high 
school during the latter half of the past year was almost lost in 
the good purposes of the several pupils. 


“A desire to do thorough work is evidently on the increase. 
The school is blessed with a freshman class of many earnest 
members who will surely mark the school in the coming years. 
There is great promise of work which will equal if not surpass 
that of previous years. 


Self- government and a consciousness of personal respon- 
sibility are beginning to show themselves. It is to be hoped 
that these are the roots of a strong and permanent growth to- 
ward that splendid end —self-control. 


Natur: ally, one may not look for improvements along every 
line, with any expectations of seeing all he looks for. ‘Tt is to 
he regretted that the past year has more than its quota ot tardi- 
nesses. Possibly, this evil may not be on the increase; but 
there are signs ofa falling off in punctuality; and unless. a 
check is made, and a ‘‘tardy mark” is seen in a true light, we 
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éannot hold our own. Is it a dream ofan enthusiast to picture 
a year when the number of tardinesses will be 0? If every pu- 
pil will think that he must do his share toward bringing this 
ahout, perhaps the time may come. 


There is too much absence. Sickness, to be sure, has 
been very prevalent. Were sickness the only cause of absence, 
as it should be, nothing need be said. Unfortunately, some 
parents fail to realize what a pupil loses by one day of ab- 
sence. It is often true, moreover, that the very pupils who 
need most to be present every day, are absent most frequently. 
Better results in study, and a better appreciation of business 
principles would come to every pupil if all could be brought to 
see that they could not afford to be absent. 


But little more need be said of our work. We are still 
hampered in the sciences by lack of apparatus. Interest is 
growing, however, and the future is more promising. 

We are always pleased to see visitors, and we urge pa- 
rents especially to come to see their boys and girls at work. 


We thank all who have shown that interest, and we also thank 
all who have in any way aided the work of this school.

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Report of the Director of Drawing. 


To THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS: 


Our work in drawing during the past year has progressed 
with interest and enthusiasm. While following the same gen- 
eral course, we have constantly aimed to improve and enrich 
it. 


The most marked change for the better, perhaps, was the 
introduction of other media of expression beside the pencil, as 
ink and color, including colored crayons and water colors. 
These were used chiefly in making the nature drawings, and 
added much delight to the study. The use of color not only 
develops accurate thinking and skill in w orking, but helps the 
pupils to be better critics of their work, since they can com- 
pare their efforts in color, as well as form, with that of the 
natural object. They learn to appreciate too, the wonderful 
harmonies of nature, trying to imitate or suggest them. 


The color work was wholly voluntary on the part of the 
pupils, as they provided their own materials. It has been 
found so desirable and practical that we hope to have the eolor 
supped as a part of the regular material, and besides having 
the nature drawings done with the brush, have the designs as 
well, during the coming year. 


Our plan of conducting the work has been the same as 
formerly, namely: to visit each school once each month and 
to hold regular teachers’ meetings to explain plans and. out- 
lines, and to take up any new work advisable. 


The High School work, under Miss Chandler’s skillful 
and conscientious efforts. progresses as well as possible with 
the present conditions. 

An exhibition of the work of the year was arranged by 
the teachers in their respective rooms, for the parents and 
friends. Those who visited the schools at that time, have a 
better idea of what we are doing in this subject than a writ- 
ten report can reveal.

It will be seen that 
there were only about halfas many Cases as the year before, there 
being one hundred and fourteen in 1895. A good many times 
a child is allowed tostay at home because they are going to be 
late; they have even come into the school yard, and finding 
they were a little late, would go home and be allowed to stay. 
This is all wrong; a teacher would a great deal rather they 
would be Jate than absent.

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Water Commissioners’ Report. 


To the citizens of the Town of Walpole ; 


The board of Water Commissioners herein present their 
first annual report showing the expenditure of money under 
the vote of the town, to construct a system of public water 
works. 

_ Believing it to be the wish of the town to construct an ef- 
ficient and durable water plant, it has ever been our study that 
the construction should be, when completed, second to none in 
the country. Nothing has been done in haste or without care- 
ful investigation and consideration during the two years of our 
service, and the board has endeavored at all times to faithfully 
discharge the duties connected with the office. 

Accordingly all materials, machinery and constructions of 
every detail, are of the best quality and purchased at prices 
lower than ever before in the history of water works. 

The construction is substantially completed, the future 
work, for the most part, will be the extensions of pipe laying, 
xs authorized from time to time by the vote of the town; in 
the near future probably, every part of the town will be sup- 
plied with water. This will be very advantageous in helping 
the town’s growth, as it will bring into the market real estate 
for building purposes, heretofore undesirable. 

The water rates, rules and regulations for the use of wa- 
were compiled with great care and deliberation, and will be 
found to compare favorably with those of other towns in this 
state. We believe that the works should be run on a business 
basis, andino extensions made without ato percent guarantee on 
the. cost. 

At the annual March meeting in 1892, Melzar W. Allen, 
Charlies Fales and David Grover, were chosen as a committee 
of three to look into and report on the advisibility of the town’s 
establishing and constructing a system of water works. This 
committee brought in their report at the annual meeting in 
1893. The report was laid on the table and the committee 
discharged, and a new committee, consisting of M. W. Allen, 
K. . Gray, John A. Way, C. H. Hartshorn, J. F. Freése, 
J. A. Robertson, Charles Fales, John B. Rooney and H. P. 
Plimpton, chosen, given an appropriation of $500 and instruct- 
ed to apply to the Legislature for an act permitting the town to 
issue bonds and construct a system of water works for fire 
and domestic purposes. The committce were also instructed 
to employ an engineer to inake surveys, tests, estimates, etc., 
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and to report their doings in print. 

The neces-ary Act was obtained from the Legislature, 
(approved May 2nt, 1893.) Test wells were eriven and all 
the necessiry surveys made under the direction of E. W. 
Worthington, Jr. as engineer. 

The report giving plans, estimates, etc., was submitted to 
the voters in the early summer and a_ special. meeting called 
July 6th, 1893, for the purpose of acting thereon. The re- 
commendations of the committee were not adopted at that 
time, neither were the acts of the Legislature accepted by the 
necessary 2-3 vote. Several special meetings having been held 
in the meantime, it was not until at a meeting held November 
12th, 1894, that the act was accepted by the necessary 2-3 
vote. 

At a meeting held December 2oth, 1894, your commission- 
ers were elected, and at an adjourned meeting held the 27th, a 
vole was passed giving the Selectmen power to borrow the 
sum of $2500 to be uxed by the Water Commissioners in mak- 
ing further tests, surveys, etc., and report if possible, a plan 
acceptable to the citizens of the town. Your commissioners 
immediately organized with Henry P. Plimpton chairman, 
Arthur N. Cram secretary, and at once proceeded to look 
about for a supply of water of good quality sufficient for the 
use of the town for all purposes for at least 25 years. 

The services.of B. F. Smith & Bro. (Artesian well driv- 
ers) were secured and wells driven on the borders of Cedar 
Swamp and at several other places, and no quantity of water 
being found, attention was then turned to the vicinity of Lowe 
Brook (so called) and wells driven on land of Geo. A. Plimp- 
ton, near Washington St. Here, seven wells were driven (40 
to 60. feet in depth) and excellent results obtained. Six of the 
wells were pumped for six days and nights continually, and 
found to yield at the rate of 750,000 gallons per day, without 
showing in any way that the supply was liable to become ex- 
hausted. 

After these tests, your Commissioners felt justified in em-= 
ploving an engineer to make further surveys, estimates, etc., 
and to report to the town the advisability of securing this local- 
ity as suitable for obtaining a sufficient supply of water. The 
Massachusetts State Board of Health having given a favorable 
report as to the quality of the water and the quantity 
the locality could supply, the matter was brought before the 
town at a meeting held May 16th, 1895 and adopted, your 
Commissioners being authorized to issue bonds to the amount 
of $100,000 and to proceed with the construction of a complete 


system of water works. 

After careful consideration, Freeman C. Coffin of Boston, 
was engaged as construction engineer to prepare all necessary 
plans, drawings, specifications, contracts, etc. Also to attend 
to inspection of labor and materials furnished. 

We feel that we were exceedingly fortunate in securing 
his services as the efficiency and economy of the work testify 
to his ability and good judgment; also that the contractors 
lived up to the specifications iu every particular, the stability 
of constuction testifies; but one break and two Jeaky joints 
showing in the 16 miles of pipe since the mains were turned 
over tv the town, a thing unheard of before in the history of 
water works construction. 

Appended to this report will be found a tabulated list of 
bils received and contracts awarded for the sale of bonds, the 
material and labor furnished in the construction of the system, 
together with the financial report, the report of the enyineer, 
the rules and regu'ations, water analysis, detail list of lengths 
of each size of pipe, number of gates and hydrants, etc. Also 
a map showing complete system. 

We have January 1st, 1897, 277 services, 75 of them us- 
ing meters. Our income for the year ensuing will be about 
$3000, the expenses for running the system, unless something 
unusual hapvens, wili he $1500 for the year. On the basis of 
euling the hydrant service at a cost value to the town of $25 
each, the works will pay for themselves. The town will be 
asked to make an appropriation of $1329 12 to cover six inch 
line run through Bird Ave., on which we hold a guarantee 
from C. S. Bird of an income of to per cent on the cost. 
From the financial statement which follows, you will see that 
much more has been done than was anticipated in ovr first es- 
timate.

relieving the town from the hardship of payment for five 
years, but also saving six months interest on the $20.000.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


The following regulations, until farther notice, shall be con- 
sidered a part of the contract with every person who uses 
water; and every person taking the water shall be considered 
to express his consent to be bound thereto: 

1. All applications for the use of water must be made at 
the office of the Water Commissioners and state fully the pur- 
poses for which it is intended to be used. Water wil] not be 
introduced into any building or premises except on the written 
application of the owner thereof, or by a duly authorized agent. + 
The property will in all cases be held responsible for the water 

rates. 

| 2. All persons taking water must keep their water pipes 
and fixtures in good repair and protected from the frost at their 
own expense. They will be held liable for all damages result- 
ing from their failure to do so. They shall prevent all unnec- 
essary waste, and water shall not be left running to prevent 
freezing. The Water Commissioners or their agent may from 
time to time ascertain the quantity of water used — the manner 
of its use, and whether there is any unnecessary waste. ‘They 
and their agents shall have free access to the premises sup- 
plied, to examine the apparatus, and if any fixtures are 
found not to be in good order, they shall direct them repaired, 
and if not repaired within two days the water shall be shut off 
and not let on again until such repairs are made, and the sum 
of two dollars paid for shutting off and turning on the water. 

3: No plumber or other person shall make any alterations 
or additions to the water fixtures, in any house, on the prem- 
ises, without first obtaining a permit from the Water Commis- 
sioners, which shall be returned to them within’ ten days after 
the completion of the work, indorsed with a statement of all 
fixtures added or removed, and the water will not be turned on 
until such return is made. 

4. All fixtures and water closets and urinals must be of a 
kind and quality approved by the Water Commissioners. 

5. The occupant of any premises, when unnecessary waste 
of water occurs, shall be liable to a fine of two dollars for the 
first offence, and four dollars for the second offenee, during the 
same year, and shall be notified thereof in writing, and if such 
_Waste is not prevented and the fine aforesaid paid within two 
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days from the time when the said notice is given, the water 
shall be shnt off from the premises, and shall not again be let 
on for the same occupant until the waste be stopped and the 
fine paid, together with an additional sum of two dollars for 
shutting off and letting on the water; and in case of a third or 
subsequent offence the water shall be shut off and shall not be 
let on except by a vote of the Water Commissioners and the 
payment of such fine, not exceeding ten dollars, as the Water 
Commissioners may impose. 

6. Any person supplied with water shall not allow another 
to take water from their fixtures without the written permission 
of the Water Commissioners. If any tenant, having no water 
fixtures, has any use of such fixtures, full rates will be charged 
for alae use by each tenant. 

6. All parties using water in stables, for horses or other 
animals, will be charged schedule rates for the same, whether 
it is carried by handor through hose. No _ person shall water 
a horse or cow or other animal at any of the public watering 
troughs of the town, or use any water therefrom, for the pur- 
pose of evading the payment of the regular rates charged by 
the town for the use of water in like cases, or with intent there- 
by to defraud the town of its lawful revenues, under a penalty 
of twenty dollars for each and every offense. 

8. All persons using water for building purposes are re- 
quired to obtain a permit from the Water Commissioners be- 
fore taking water from any faucet or fixture connected with 
the water works, and all water takers are warned not to let any 
party take water from their premises until they show a permit 
from the Water Commissioners. Any person furnishing water 
in violation of this section will be subject to a fine of not less 
than five, nor more than twenty, dollars, and if the same when 
levied is not paid within three days from the time when 
the notice thereof is given, the water will be shut off from the 
premises, and will not be let on again until such fine is paid. 

9. Where water is measured, the consumer must provide 
and keep in repair at hisown expense, a meter of a pattern 
approved by the Water Commissioners. | Where a meter is 
put in for the _purpose of measuring the water used by the con- 
sumer, a minimum water rate, to be paid in advance will be 
charged, which will cover the cost of a certain yearly quantity 
of water, and all the water drawn in excess of such quantity 
shall be paid for by the thousand gallons. Where a meter is 
put in for the above purpose, the minimum annual rate. shall 
in no case be less than twelve dollars. The Water Commis- 
sioners shall have the right to attach meters to the premises 
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of any water taker, whenever they deein it expedient to do so, 
at the expense of the consumer. 

10. No person shall in any case be allowed to open any fire 
hydrants, except by a written permit from the Water Com- 
missioners. But the Engineers of the Fire Department shall in 
all cases have control of hydrants at fires and for practice. 

11. The Commissioners reserve the right to restrict the use 
of hose or fountain, to shut off the water in all cases when it 
becomes necessary to make extensions or repairs, or for viola- 
tion of any of the regulations, or whenever they deem it exped- 
ient. 

12. No abatement will be made where the water rates do 

not amount to more than six dollars a year for each service, 
except for tenement houses not occupied by owners and for 
hose. 
| 13. To obtain an abatement, all fixtures upon which an 
nbatsment is desired must be disconnected or sealed. By no- 
tifying the Superintendent of Water Commissioners fixtures 
will be sealed for twenty-five cents for each faucet or discon- 
nection, and an abatement allowed while they remain sealed 
or disconnected. In case the seal is broken without previous 
notice to the Water Commissioners, the regular rates will be 
charged from the time the fixture was sealed or disconnected. 

14. The regular rates for the use of water shall be payable 
in advance on the first days of January and July of each year 
except where water is supplied to manufacturers by special 
agreement, or furnished by meters. In all cases of non-pay- 
ment of the water rates and service bills within ten days after 
the same is due, as well as for any violation of these rules and 
regulations, the supply will be shut off and the water will not 
again be let on except upon the paymeut of the amount due 
and the sum of two dollars for the shutting off and letting on 
the water. Where the consumption of water is ascertained 
and computed by meters bills will be rendered quarterly, and 
such bills must be paid within ten days thereafter. 

15. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to change 
the water rates at any time, except in case of dwelling houses, 
and establish special rates. 

16. For business requiring large quantities of water, and 
ali supplies not enumerated in the tariff of rates, special rates 
will be made. 

17. Parties using water for manufacturing or domestic pur- 
poses can erect hydrants on their grounds or standpipes in 
their building, to be used only as protection against fire with- 
out additional charge for water. 
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18. All service pipes will be put in by the Water Commis- 
missioners. All applicants for the introduction of service 
pipes into their premises are required to make written applica- 
cation therefor at the office of the Water Commissioners. The 
Commissioners may then proceed to lay the necessary service 
pipes to the interior of the building provided all expenses in- 
curred beyond the line of street shall be paid by the owner of 
the premises, who shall thereafter maintain and keep the same 
in good order at his own cost, and the same shall be at all 
times subject to the control of the Commissioners. All appli- 
cants for whom the pipe is Jaid will be charged for the use of 
one faucet whether the water is used or not, unless they pay 
all expense that has been incurred in laying such pipe, and in 
no case will the main be tapped more than once for the same 
premises unless the additional expense is borne by the owner.

At the Emery Mills on Neponset St. where the service 1s 
probably as weak as any place in town on account of the long, 
single line of six inch pipe through which the water must pass, 
and the fact that the static head is small (137 ft.) 2-1 inch 
streams of 170 gallons per min. 56 to 60 ft. high can be ob- 
tained. 

The system is undoubtedly adequate for the needs of the 
town. 

It would probably have cost from $15,000 to $30,000 addi- 
tional for piping to have secured the same result with one stand- 
pipe. 

~The discharging capacity of pipe lines becomes somewhat 
impaired with the lapse of time, and the efficiency of the sys- 
tem will gradually grow less. This will probably be more 
than compensated for however, by new lines that will be laid 
from time to time to supply new streets or new buildings. 

In this connection I will suggest that a line of pipe through 
Washington Street from Common to Short Street would add 
greatly to the efficiency of the system. This would be a de- 
sirable addition to make if the growth of population or con- 
sumption should demand larger capacity. Its size would de- 
pend upon the present and prospective requirements of the 
works at the time it is laid. It should not be less than ten 
inches in diameter, however. : 


PIPING SYSTEM. 


The cast iron pipes and special castings were obtained by 
contract from M. J. Drummond of New York. ‘They were 
delivered promptly and in accordance with the contract. They 
were of excellent quality and apparently satisfactory in every 
way. When the water was let into the piping system there 
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were a few breaks caused by defects in the pipes that were un- 
discoverable when laid. The cost of replacing these pipes 
with sound ones was paid by Mr. Drummond as required by 
the contract. The cost of all pipe broken on the ‘cars and of 
cutting the same was also paid by him. 

The hydrants, one hundred and nine in all, were furnished 
by The Ludlow Valve Co. The gates and boxes were furnish- 
ed by The Rensalaer Mtg. Co. All of these goods have given 
satisfactory results up to the present time. 


TRENCHING AND LAYING PIPE. 


The contract for trenching and laying the pipe and setting 
hydrants and gates with the other work connected with it, was 
awarded to Moore & Co of Boston. 

This work was done promptly and well, as shown by the | 
fact that there was not a leaky joint in the fifteen and one-half 
miles of pipe, nor a pipe laid with a crack that it was possible 
to see. The only pipes that broke or leaked were those with 
unseen defects as noted ubove. 


DRIVEN WELL SYSTEM. 


The portion of a system of water works that is the most 
vital to its success is the source of the supply and the construc- 
tion of the works for securing it. 

The driven well system of these works was contructed by 
the Hydraulie Construction Co. of New York. The system 
comprises 34 2 inch and 6 2% inch wells. The latter were 
driven as test wells preliminary to the construction of the 
works. These wells are approximately forty feet apart, con- 
nected with the suction mains by 2 1-2 inch wrought iron con- 
nections of which the total length is about tooo feet. There 
is a 2 I-2 inch gate upon each of these connections. The suc- 
tion main comprises 63 feet of 6 inch pipe, 209 feet of 8 inch 
pipe, 480 feet of ro inch pipe and 49 feet of 14 inch pipe. 
Each suction main can be independently shut off from the sys- 
tem. as also each separate weil. 

This system is a complete success as shown in this report 
by the record of test of pumping machinery. The system 
was pumped from continuously for ten hours at an average rate 
of 855 gallons per minute or 1,240 coo gallons per 24 hours. 
This only drew the wells down 30 inches at the end of the ten 
hour run. As this test was made in May, it cannot be stated 
how much can be pumped in a dry season, but undoubtedly 
there is an abundant supply for the probable needs of the town 
for many years, as well as a proven possibility of making a 
large draft for s short time in case of fire.

Dear Sir :—-I aaa submit the following final report 
upon the construction of the Walpole Water Works. 

I was engaged by you the 7th of June, 1895, to design the 
works and superintend their construction. The source of sup- 
ply was already chosen. It was to be an underground supply 
obtained by driven wells from the territory on Low Brook near 
Washington Street, where satisfactory tests had already been 
made. The system was to comprise the driven well system, 
pumping station, standpipe, and street piping. 

You informed me at the outset that the whole cost of the 
works must not exceed the appropriation of $100,000. As 
the proposed street piping exceeded fifteen miles in length, this 
condition required the utmost economy in design to provide a 
system that should be adequate for fire protection. 

I found that upon careful study of the conditions that if was 
advisable to use two standpipes instead of one. The reason 
for this decision is that the population to be served is scattered 
over long lines of pipes and with only one standpipe, unless 
the piping were made large and consequently expensive, the 
loss of head by friction in these long lines would be so great 
that the system would be insufficient for fire protection. 

By using two standpipes and placing one between Walpole 
Centre and East Walpole and the other at South Walpole, it 
was possible to keep the sizes of pipe small and stiil provide 


effective fire protection. 


Fortunately the land at the sites chosen for the two stand- 
pipes was higher than at the -site-proposed for the single one 
and the cost of both was slightly less than for that one, founda- 
tions and roofs included, while their united capacity per foot 
in height (the true measure of capacity) w was 70 per cent great- 
er than the one proposed. 

With the system as finally designed and built, the follow- 
ing fire service is provided at the most important points: 

Walpole Centre in vicinity of Town Hall and Post Office. 
Through 200 feet of 2 1-2 inch rubber hose:

The duty of the plant exceeded the guarantee by §,230,000. 

The average discharge of the pump was 855 gallons per min- 
ute, or at the rate of 1,240,000 gallons in 24 hours. 

The amount of water pumped per lb. of coal was 355 gallons. 

When pumping an average amount of 200,000 gallons per 
day, the above excess of duty has an economic value of $70 to 
$75 per annum. Stated in another way, the machinery is 
worth $1,200 more to the town than it would be if only capable 
of developing a duty equal tocontract requirement. This value 
is created by the saving in coal, and is in direct ratio to the 
amount pumped. For instance, if 400,000 gallons were 
pumped every day, the excess of economic value in the ma- 
chinery would be $2,400. 

STANDPIPES. 

The standpipes were built by Davis and Farnum of Wal- 
tham. ‘They are of the best material and construction. When 
the water was pumped into them they were perfectly tight. No 
caulking was done to them then or since. The standpipe in 
East Walpole is 25 feet in diameter and 45 high, with a flat 
roof of steel plates ¥% of an inch thick. The one at South Wal- 
pole is 20 feet in diameter, 35 feet high, and rests upon a steel 
tower 45 feet high. It has a conical roof of steel plates 4% of 
an inch thick. The tops of both standpipes are, of course, at 
the same elevation. 

They are both connected with the pumping station by an 

electrical recording gauge, which shows on dials in the pump- 
ing station the height of. Neate in each, and also records it upon 
paper for future reference. 

The foundations for the standpipes were built by Messrs. 
Fuller and Gray, and are weil and substantially constructed. 

The first actual work done was excavating at the pumping 
station, August 8, 159s. ‘Ihe water was first. pumped into the 
svstem January 2, 1896, or tive months later. 

The town of Walpole is to be congratulated upon having a 
system of water supply and distribution that is first-class in 
every way and thoroughly adequate to iis needs in the present, 
and probably for many years to come. 

Its cost has been very low, considering the extent of the 
piping system. which is great in comparison with the present 
population. 
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There are 15% miles of main piping. This, with the pop- 
ulation given by the census of 1895, viz. : 3,000, is 194 persons 
per mile of pipe. In 52 towns the population per mile of pipe 
averages 473. The maximum is 1,210, and the minimum 158, 
with only two out of the wholeas low as 200. The cost of con- 
struction per capita of your works is $33.33, while the average 
of the aforesaid towns is $38.40. Thus, whilelthe mileage in 
Walpole is 2.4 times as great per capita as the average in the 
52 towns, the cost of construction per capita is oaly nine-tenths 
of the average in the same towns. 

With the exception of about 500 feet, all the mains are laid 
in the streets, and are available for service whenever houses are 
built. 


WASTE WATER PREVENTION. 


I would respectfully suggest to you the necessity of a care- 
ful scrutiny of the use and waste of water. The legitimate do- 
mestic use of water probably does not exceed 20 to 30 galions 
per capita per day. With careless use of hose and reckless 
waste of water in other ways, that amount may be trebled. 
Proper restriction and constant vigilance are necessary to pre- 
vent waste. <A general use of meters is undoubtedly the most 
effective method of waste prevention, making it for the interest 
of each consumer to prevent waste on his own premises. 

Accompanying this report is a table of elevation heads and 
pressures from full standpipes in different parts of the town, a 
table of the details of the piping, and a map shov. ing the whole 
system. 

In closing, I wish to say that a large part of the success 
attending the construction of the works was due to the faithful 
and efficient services of Mr. M. G. Hennigar and Mr. L. D. 
Thorpe, Assistant Engineers in charge of the work, and of the 
inspector on construction of the pipe system, Mr. .G. M. Bliss. 

I wish to thank you for your hearty support in the design 
and construction of the system, and for the pleasant relations 
existing between us.

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The system is so designed that additional lines of wells can 
be constructed and extended to other territory whenever it is 
necessary. 

As an indication of the excellence of the construction of the 
well system, and the tightness of all the numerous joints, it 
van be said that during the run of ten hours at the rate of speed 
noted, the small automatic ‘air pump provided to remove the 
air from the suction chamber did not run to exceed a total of 
30 minutes. 

It is with great pleasure that I can assure you that in your 
supply and the means of obtaining it there seems to be nothing 
further to be desired. 

PUMPING STATION. 

Lhe pumping station was built by Messrs. Fuller and Gray 
of Walpole. This work was done in a first-class manner, an 
is entirely satisfactory for the purposes for which it is designed. 
Owing to the non-delivery of materials ie: which the contract- 
ors were apparently not responsible) the completion of the 
building was much delayed. This was disappointing, as it 
necessarily delayed the erection of the pumping machinery, and 
consequently the time of letting onthe water. The delay from 
this cause was about six weeks. 


PUMPING MACHINERY. 

The pumping machinery consists of one 1,000,000 gallon 
compound condensing duplex pumping engine, one *<Un- 
derwriters ’’ high pressure pump of the same capacity, two 54- 
inch boilers and the necessary air, vacuum and feed pumps. 
The complete plant and all piping inside of the building was 
furnished and erected by the George F. Blake M's Co. 
It is substantially in accordance with ‘the contract, and a good 
plant in every way. The compound pumping engine is de- 
signed to do all of the regular pumping. ‘The high-pressure 
pump is for emergencies, or to be used while repairs are being 
made upon the other. Itis not designed for the regular ser- 
vice, as it is not economical of fuel. Its first cost was small, 
and it answers every purpose of a supplementary pump as well 
“s one costing three times as much. 

If the growth of consumption should be such as to render 
a ‘*high duty” pump more economical than the compound 
pump, the ** underwriters” pump can be removed and sold and 
a‘*¢high duty” pump installed in its place, the compound 
engine peing then used as supplementary. ‘The latter is not 
a high duty pump, its duty as shown by the test being fifty-nine 
millions, while a so-called high-duty pump should develop a 
duty of at least one hundred millions. 
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With the probable consumption of water for several years, 
such a pump would not have been economical, as the interest 
and depreciation on the increased cost would have been greater 
than the cost of the coal saved over that burned by the com- 
pound pump. 

DUTY TRIAL OF PUMPING MACHINERY. 

The compound pumping engine was guaranteed by the 
makers to develop a duty of 51,000,000 foot Ibs. per 100 Ibs. 
of coal consumed in the furnace of the boiler, on a run of 
twelve hours, running at a speed that would deliver 700 gal- 
lons per minute, or 1,000,000 in twenty-four hours, with a total 
lift of approximately 200 feet. The above would be equal to 
pumping 306 gallons 200 feet high with one pound of coal. 
(Two hundred feet is approximately the total lift when pump- 
ing 7oo gallons per minute. )

chinery as made by Mr. Squire Howarth, representing the 
Geo. F. Blake M’{f’g Co., and the writer representing the 
Town of Walpole :—
